We dug a plao wide enough for ns three to
lie in sidcwis an we eeald not possibly stretch
the blanket lemver mere space aud shed the
rain. The blanket was stretched over a little
tidgepnle, the edges reaching to the grouud,
and the dag-ou- t wa daep enough to sit up in
uudor t lie blanket. n one side of the doorway

made a clay fireplaeeand chimney to utilise
what little wood we could get, r be allowed to

out and carry in. Our mess wa way up in
world-hav- ing a shelter and the wherewith

procui some weal and trfiaeco. We could
tn out of the rain. conW enjoy the luxury of

smoke, and we could have gruel besides oar
rations. To he sum a couple of spwinfuls of
meal boiled in a quart of water without salt
was u vrr biirb liviuc hat it warmed ns.

Wa trwd to find seine amuw m-n- t to psss the a
time. 1 carved a m of cbcMiutn, and my JI
friend Epoetti M intosh. ma-ina- n for the
battalion, who had Itrongbt in a bottle of red
ink, ga it to me to eolor one set. provided 1

would allow him to ne tkin some. Hat chess
playing was a failure. Hunger was ever pres-

night it gav us dreams of fraata,wWcfc
highKated the reality whoa we awoke. To me at
this feasting indicant was almost a uiehtly cc

-- the waking up only to find myself
intensely hungry was oue of the tortures of the
place, fettuokiug was alout the only thing wo
could do kueue.-sfuily- ,, and without this occupa-

tion to diMtract oar theupbl d cheat ir
stomachs life would haw been a much greater
harden.

Our rations were about a pint of cooked cow-- !,

perhaM. a third or half a ioand of corn
broad, nnd a small quantity of molasses or weal
alternately each day. They were issued about

a. and in nearly eveiy camj were oon-aant- ed

on the spot; then a last for iM hours.
The priwmew grew selfish aud hardened;
thej' neither gave. Car it would only cut their
own iies so much shorter: nor hegged,
for they exoctd nothing nuk-s- s it might be
ralUA hWiriiiff tor oo to sav to another, " Mis
ter, whoa you aiw done with your enow ot xo- -

hato tiluase let me have it,' lor my ia, i
hirmed no acquaintances, auo I almost aoiaea 9
ohtaUiiiig any knowledge of the misery and
degradation there; enough was fomd on my
observation to almost drive me to distiacliou.

The days dtagd along, one like another,
for a mouth, when, on the 11th day of Novem-
ber, all the prisoners able to he moved were
sent farther east,

x wiu.wr rueox,
stockade, where wo remained altout 10 days.
was a frosty morning when w went in, and
af the mitrance on the outside were thrc or

four prisoners lying on the grouud with their
feet in the stocks. One f two appeared tome
to he dead. There was an abnudawo tf good
water at Milieu, and that is about all that could
lie said for the place.

We were then ;ronoved to Savannah and
kept lliere it few days. 11c trip fnm Milieu
to Kavanuah was very aevere on aoeouut of the
freidy nights. Ill wind whirled throush the
oeu (ttle cars and chilled us to the bones,
i&nucwbere on the way we weio taken oil' in
the woods and fed all the uiuh we could eat.
It was made in several immense ii on ketth-s- .

During lo day I sat in the car door watching
n opportunity to jump on", but as the guard

seouiod vigilant I made no attempt.
We lelt Savannah on the Atlantic A Gulf

Jtniiroad, niiich niu-;- t have been about Dec. 1,
JHtft. When crossing tho bridge over the Alta-mah- a

liiviir the ltridge gaard sjtat upon us,
which was in keeping with the diaractcr of all
Uie Home Guards that we had moL

About eight or ten miles south of that river
the train stopped for nood and water. It was
getting dark aud growing cold. The guards
allowed us to move around, aud some got off
the cars, slapping their arms around their
bodies to get Hp n circulation. JSosoc was one
of tho latter, who would take every privilege
he could get. He finally t down behind u
cord of wood lieskle the track, without saying
' by year leave," aud staid there. After a little

a guatd said,
"HAS THAT VAKK COME BACK?"

Several answered, " Yes, half an hour ago."
That settled Itastic, as he could hear plainly all
that was said, aud he knew a good thing when
he bad it.

I got off" also to warm up, and determined
not to get on again. As I tiotted up and down
1 noticed the guard turn hif lmck to protect
himself from the ooid wind, and taking advan-
tage, slipped aader tho car aud remained there,
ou the side toward the wind, believing the
Johnnies wore so oold as to make them lcck-les- s

if only they oouid keep the keen wind out
of their own Iwwnis. As I hoard no inquiry,
I knew that I had not boon missed. The chief
danger of escape was to come, as ou the rear
car was an iron kottk' full of blazing pine knots,
aud, if 1 could find nothing to hide behind,
would make an easy mark.

The train started. 1 hung on to the rod un-

der the side of the car aud ran along until I
could not keep up, when I saw a bunch of
grass, bpr&ng out and flattened myself be-

hind it,
SHUT MY ICY US AND WAITKD.

When I hoard the rumbling of thu train grow-
ing fainter, I moped out and took a long
breath of free air aud stood up. I walked
back and found Itostic; we two went farther
back and found a third man. u said, Whero
shall we go?" He said, "I am going to tho
nearest hoase to get somothiug to oat." That
w- - tlio last wo saw of him.

1 should say here that before I (tot off the
train 1 gave my valise to an Englishman by
name of Tomlinsou, 1 think, who said ho
should never make any attempt to oscapu.
The contents were to be his if I did not return.

Nearly all prisoners have a plan perfected
for osca)e, so that if they get away, no lime is
lost in dotorming whero to go. l5ostic and I
immediately commenced to carry out ours.
Our theory was that Sherman had been tho
cause of our removal from AndersonVillc, and
from Milieu, and from Savannah, ho that if wo
should go back up the river, cios it aud go
north, we should strike him ou his way cunt-Th- e

theory was correct, as several othoisof
our battalion escaped from the same train later,
and fell in Sherman's track

AND WKKIJ fiAVKD,

Bestic and I went back the railroad several
miles, passed through the village of Doctor-tow- n,

but oould find no road leading up tho
rlvor. Finally we gave up going back on tho
railroad, as wo know we could not cross tho
liver on the railroad bridge, and the country
for miles between Doctortown and the bridgo
was covered with water, so we took a little
woods road and followed it somo distance
through tho timber, until we haw a light flick-
ering through the chinks of a log cabin. We
knocked at the door aud after a time it began
to open slowly and a pistol began to come out.
We told tho man who wo wore und ho asked us
to conic in.

Wo were nearly worn out, nnd it was necessary
for us to find a place to got in out of the frost,
or wo should havo boon chilled to death.
While we warmed ourselves, ho called up his
two maiden sisters, aud they baked us sumo
oornoakes made of meal aud water, without
suit, which thoy said was

AIX TJIKV HAD JN THK HOU6K.

Wo wero very thankful. About himself, bo
said he was a convalescent, and would never bo
well enough to go in tho army again. IJo was
a good oiioukIi Union man for uh.

As to our escape, he baid it would be bolter
for us to go to llrunswick, ou the const, only 40
miles away, and wo could reach tho Yankco
gunhouts lying iu tho mouth of tho river; that
wo oould oasiiy find the way, as thore had
boon a mil road aud tclcgrhph line, and the
roadbud and polos wore still loft; that the
town was desortod, and very fow boldiors in tho
country.

Wo decided to take his advice. Ho then Faid
about so many miles ou tho road lived a widow
Mho would give us a breakfast; and so much
farther ou a man who would do somcthiugfor us.
Ho would not bo at homo, but- - would come
in at certain sienab from his mother aud
cIsUm" , that ho was afraid of tho military, who
had boon trying for years to draft him in tho
service, aud that he would show us across the
swamps, which we could not cross ourselves.

Toward morning wo started for tho widows,
and found her. She was no doubt a Union
woman, and willingly fed uu from her small
Btoros. Wc would take nothiug but our break
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fast, and weul on. We found the hone by the
swamp, aud on signal from his mother, after
she wa satisfied that our story wa true, the
man came in as our informant had told u.
Here we got some fresh pork, sweet potatoes
and cornbread,

WHICH WKRK DEMClors.
The man kpt looking at iny Yankee knife as
I cut up my bread and muaL To give it to
hint would in a manner repay him for his
kindness, so I told him if he had asultetitute
of any kind I would exrhauge. He produced a
strong, haud-nnd- e knife, which I took and
gave him mine. He then sa'.d: " I would not
like io he caught talking with Yankees. I will
show you across the swamp; then yon can go
to a certain field, in the corner of which yon
will find a .wifl-potal- o hole. When you gt
dried fl" iu the sun. for yon will have to wade
n mile in water, sometimes up io your neck,
take ail ym waul and go on yur way ; and mi
many mile from here you will find another
mn who will help yen. (iood-by.-

THE LATE GEN. STONE.
A Comrade' SjicaUs Itoldlj in Ills Defense.

Editor National Tuiijuxi:: Thotimo will
come when not only tho veteran soldiers but
tho whole American people will demand to
know thu secret history of tho darkened life of
Gen. Charles P. Stone, nnd the truth of the
dark mystery that shadowed a career which, at
thu breaking out of the civil war, promised to
be exceptionally brilliant. Gen. Stone had
achieved distinction in Mexico under the eye
of Gen. Scott, and was selected as one of tho
most trusted Lieutenants of that great General
in lbfll. Put, unfortunately for the Nation
and for mankind, Con. Scott was soon crowded
into retirement.

Immediately after the battle of Pall's Hluff
Gen. Slono was arrested and thrown into tho
military prison at Fort Jtepcalcd
prnycre aud demands failed to seen to a trial or
oven charges. After many weary months of
imprisonment he was released without any
reasons given therefor, aud permitted to per-
form some unimportant stall' duty, but was
never again given a command.

After our war, Gen. Stone took service under
the Khedive of Egypt, where his abilities wero
appreciated nud rewarded by high military
distinction. Had tho Sultan of Turkey, whose
subject he then was, sent a trusty slavo some
night aud bowstringed tho General, sowed him
up iu a sack and geutly dumped him into tho
lioephorus, such treatment would havo been
consistent and merciful by tho side of what his
native country had meted out to him.

A few years after tho war a statement went
the rounds of tho Northern press that a paper
had been found among thu cficcts of Gen.
Kearny, charging that Gen. Stono was sacri-
ficed by McClellau. Po that as it may, hero
was a tnau who had achieved a most enviable
military reputation, widely known and ad-mii- ed

across three-- continents, aud yet, at his
death, had been for 25 years almost literally
"a man without a couutry." And, to-da- under
a Republican form of Government, wc know
no more of this nij'story than wo do of tho
identity of "Tho Man in tho Iron Mask."

Only a fow days after my father left wa we
were compelled to look upon the worst sight
tureyes witnestd during the whole war, the
memory of which even now makes me ftint
and slk. There had been a bridge burned
somewhere on the Kast Tennessee t Virginia
Pailnrtid that was very important to the Con-
federates, ami iu searching for the guilty
jmrties they ran acroas two ir Union men,
who wero hiding jut as my mM had been.
For want of other victims tin y dr.igged them to
Greenvillo for all thee things 1 am writing
happened in the home of Andrew Johnson
and there they were tried by what they called
"drum-hea- d court-martial.- " This was really no
Itial at all, but they were sentenced to Iks

hanged at nightfall upon a treo that stood cloe
io the railroad, and in plain view from our
frontdoor. Their names, if I remember rightly,
were Ilensieand Fry.

Ah! what a sight that was that greeted my
childish eyes iu the early morning light those
two poor, ignorant, innocent men, whose only
crime was their love for their country, turning
slowly iu the breeze, the dew glistening ou thu
caps drawn over thoir facet).

ill the scene. Mamma tried in vain to turn my
attention elsewhere. I could only stand and
gaze in silent agony, which was not lessened
by the brutal sjHicch of one of two soldiers who
parsed the gate as we stood there:

"Catching Iwfore hanging, gentlemen ;" but
saw her check turn jkiIo, ami know what a

pirn there was at her heart.
It was ordered that thoy should remain hang-

ing Id hours, and that the railroad train should
pass slowly, so that tho soldiers might oil'.-- r

every indignity to the bodies; but while their
wives were plead ing at Gen. feet I

tor the boons ot their dead, a telegram was
handed him telling him of tho death of his
wife in adistant State. He immediately ordered
the liodies taken down aud delivered to the
widows, who bade them away aud buried them.
To some of us the death of the General's wife
seemed liko a swift retribution.

There had been a band of Indians camped
near town for some time, but that morning they
had disapered, aud it was reported that they
had been sent out to scour the mountains for the
missing Union men, or Uiicoliiites, as they
called them. They returned alter a few days,
declaring that they had left the men dead ou
tho mountains, lint some way we didn't be-

lieve this, and a few days after wc received tho
welcome news by that mysterious "under-
ground railway," that after 11 terrible days and
nights on the road, hiding iu the thickets by
day ami stealing cautiously on their way at
night, after

they had at last retched Bowling Green, Ky.
tho nearest point where there were Union
forces. Hero the ino-- of them enlisted at once
in the Union army, but my father could not
be received on account of age ami physical dis-

ability. He weighed over UnO pounds, and
none of the men who started with him ou that
perilous trip exported to see him get through
alive. lie was at once beut on a speaking tour
through the West.

Put it is of our lives who were left liehind
thu I have to tell. About this time the siege
was rained at Knoxvillc, and the Union sol-

diers were pushing their way rapidly into the
mountains, so for a while our little town lie-ca-

a ventablo " debatable land. " We never
knew under which ilag we would rise of a
morning, and very often the sharp crack of a
Title would lie thesinal for a general skirmish,
in which bullets would Hy around so recklessly
that wc would be obliged to retreat to tho col-

lar in a hurry.
Once a sjient lall shut tho cellar door in

mamma's face, and another time a bullet took
oil' tho limb of a treo above her head, as she (

started for the cellar. Another time, after wo
wero all safely inside, as wo thought, aud
could hear the bullets .singing outside, there
was quite a panic whou it was found that

only two years old, was missing. Mamma put
tho baby, aj;cd two months, in my sister's
arms, and was rushing wildly for tho door,
when a small voice from ono of the darkest
corners of the cellar piped out, "Here's mo!"
Sure enough, there was "me" on a pile of po-

tatoes. Ho had been the first to enter tho cel-

lar, and after that it was quito funny to suo his
short legs strike a bee-lin- e for the collar when-
ever he heard a gnu.

Thus our days wero passed, varied now and
then by a visit from soldiers ou a search for
arms, which always ended with a laugh over
tho old shotKun, without a lock, that mamma
handed out to them. It was always given
back to her "tohoot chickens with," while
papa's fine rille and shotgun reused securely
iu the back part of the piano.

Once a big Alabamian laid ht3 hand on tho
instrument and 6aid, "Mebbo they're in thi3
here thing."

1 shall never forget mamma's look of scorn
nssho glanced at him and said, " Why, that's a
piano!" Of cotirso, the others had a good
laugh at his ignorance aud went on.

Sometimes we had enough to eat, aud somo-tini- os

wo hadn't. One night, when wo had
but 25 pounds of flour in the house, a soldier
arrived with au order for just that amount to
be baked into biscuits. There was no help for
it. It had to be done, and wo went suppcrloss
to bed.

One great want was salt, and peoplo really
suffered until they hit upon tho expedient of
digging up tho floors of their smoke houses,
whero meat had been hung for years, boiling
down tho dirt and evaporating it, until a tol-

erably fair article of salt was obtained. Think
of that, you little girls, who can buy as much
salt as you can curry homo for a nickel.

Another great want to soino jieojdc was cof-
fee. After the first year of tho hloekado that
article sold for $2.50 a pound, and after a whilo
could not be had at all. Then

Shoes wero made of tho soles of old shoes, and
" uppers " of any kind of cloth. Everybody eu-gag- ed

in the cobbling business. A neighbor,
ufturward a Judge- - on thu Supremo Pencil,
made my little brother a pair of shoes out of a
pair his wife had thrown away. This same
gentleman found au old pair of boots, or tho
tops of them, in his oilice, and paid $75 to havo
them footed.

Aud 1 had just the funniest bonnet! I wish I
had it now. It was woven by an old colored
woman out of wheat-stra- aud carpet chain.
The crown and skirt were of an old brown vail.
It was quite a stylish all'air, I can tell you.

Once in awhile a vessel vould run tho block-ad- o,

ami those who had money could buy what
they wau ted. In this way ono neighbor who
was determined to bo-- stylish or die, got a silk
dress, for which sho paid $1,200. Our friend
tho Judgo bought his wife nuddnughtcra calico
dress apiece, for which ho paid $C0O. Wo con-

tented ourselves with buyinga little real eofleo,
a p.ickago of baking soda at $2 a pound, und a
spool or two of thread at

metropolis within her borders, ami should
have been heid at all hazard. The new
method of naval warfare adopted by Com-
modore Farragut, with the use of steam, so
changed tlie old-fashion- ideas of const and
river defense, that forts were almost useless.
About the 2th of April, 2, Furrnnt'd
fleet steamed up along the city front, bear-
ing tho Stara and Stripe, which had not
been seen for a year in that iort. The Hag-sh- ip

anchored off Canal street, while the
other vewels so placed themselves above and
below as to command the entire river front.
Along; the levee, ehe to the river, were col-
lections of jieople, who waved their hand-
kerchiefs and

the incQimujc Federal vessels. Jlnck on the
etty front squads of Confederate soldiers
would occasionally fire into the people who
were welcoming the Union vesaefc, some of
their shots reaching thu gunboata in the
river.

The excitement onshore waa intense. De-
struction was gotnj: on with all the determi-
nation posnible on the purl of the Confeder-
ate officers, the poorer cknues working
through the crowd trying; to save from de-
struction anything eatable. 1'ilea of cotton
lades, scattered for miles along the levee,
wore burning, filling, the air with clouds of
snnoke and the peculiar smell of burning
cottoiu Hogsheads of sugar and latrrelt of
moltisses wero knocked to pieces hy the
thousand, nud their contents spread ns
widely ah possible. Everything that iu the
mind.s of tho Confederate authorities could
aid the Union troojw in any way was
promptly destroyed, without regard to the
half-starvin-g thousands in their midst.

An immediate demand h:wl been made lor
the surrender of the city by Farragut, but
every ingenious and plausible excuse possi-
ble had been made use of to prolong; the
actual surrender, so as to get time to send
oft" by the "Jackson liailrontl," the only
opening left, all of the quartermaster ami
comnjiswary stores that conhl be gathered
tip in the city. Train after train was loaded
and dispatched out into the Confederacy,
while delay was gained hy disputing as to
who had the power to capitulate the city,
Gen. Lovell, commanding the Department, I

or tiiaynr .uonrourrnicr oi tnecny. ai jaat,
tired of the wrangle, Commodore Farrngnb
issued his finality, that, "I will give you 21
hours to remove the women and children,
and then, if not surrendered, I will open th
guns of my fleet upon you." I

hut not until the large Confederate force
under Gen. Lovell was departing. Thoformal-it- y

of the surrender was gone through with
sometime before any of the kind forces ar-
rived. A squad of marines run tip tiaga
upon the Custom-hous- e and Mint in token
of victory. It is a matter of historr that a
few desper.tte characters tore down the flag
from the Mint, and that one of them suffered
den'h in consequence.

The delay of the infantry was caused, by
the holding ont of Forts Jackson ami St.
Philip several days after the fleet run by.
As soon as the forts surrendered the troops
were puhcd forward as last as steam could
take them.

Several days after the surrender, about
the 1st of May, the infantry commenced
lauding through the slush already spoken
of. As wo landed we formed into line and
marched back from the levee toward the
Custom-hous- e. The people stood in crowds
here and there watching our entrance. The
poorer classes had a relieved and rather
pleased look, while the lnjtter-dresse- d ones
liad au extra wrinkle or two at the corner
of the eyebrow next to the nose, and a tight-
ened look about the mouth, ns though the
ilose had been a hard one to swallow. An
occasional drunken man would "Hurrah, for
JetV nnm"nnd thf "Southern fYinlVilerciev "
At street corners we would hear such ex-

pressions as ''Wait a little, until 'Yellow
Jack' conies, and he will soon finish them."
At another corner n man would say to his
companion, "I'll he dogg'd, Bill, if they aint
fine-lookin- g fellers; had plenty of grub, I
reckon." Women holding up their babies
to look on the glistening bayonet5', at which
they would clap their little hands, brought
forth kindly expri'ssions from our men, who
were mostly grum and silent. Thousands
upon thousands of all classes of people
seemed to have known our route and lined
tho banquette, hut, as a whole, quiet and
undemonstrative.

We had gained by the pluck and daring
of thenavy an unheard-o- f triumph an ex-

ample the like of which all previous history
could not reproduce. The great events of
the last few days had almost paralyzed the
mass of people in the city events which
happened so fast they could hardly realize
them. The surrender of the city to Farra-
gut and of the forts to Porter, with the
almost superhuman exertions of the Confed-
erate authorities to take away or destroy
everything eatable and to evacuate the place
with all the troops before the arrival of But-
ler's infantry, had now reacted nnd produced
a lethargy which accepted, in grim submis-
sion, the fact that tho Yankees

HAD OAPTL'KED NEW ORLEANS.
Thousands of the poorer classes had little or
no sympathy with the rebellion, and the
last acts of the Confederates which deprived
them of their daily bread by destruction be-

fore thoir eyes, only made them welcome
the Union troops with more warmth and
confidence. There were also many thou-
sands of foreign subjects who, whether they
were sincere or not, expressed themselves as
delighted at the change, especially after they
found wo had come to stay.

After marching a long distance through
quaint streets and by strangely-bui- lt houses
that reminded us of pictures of foreign cit-
ies old smoky hip-roo- fs covered with Span-
ish tile, with dormer windows all tiled in
past clusters of long, fringy-lookin- g leaves of
date stems swaying in the breeze past the
delicate light-gree- n leaves of the young ba-
nana shooting up from the roots of the old
past oleander and orange trees overhanging
the street, with still some of thesour oranges
hanging on tho trees we at last reached the
U. S. Mint. It was the first good, dry, solid!
ami quiet quarters we bad occupied since
leaving Baltimore, and we hastened to wash
off tho accumulations of shipboard nnd then
slept soundly until reveille sounded.
